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COMMENTARY 


The  population  of  the  area  has  again  increased  due  in  the  main  to  the 
new  development  at  Marske,  though  there  has  also  been  new  building  at  Salt- 
burn. 

The  epidemic  of  measles  which  began  in  1959  continued  into  1960,  a 
total  of  158  cases  being  notified  during  the  year.  There  are  no  other  special 
features  in  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease.  It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to 
report  once  again  that  no  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  infant  deaths  rose  from  two  to  five  and  the  infant 
mortality  rate  from  9.3  to  17.6  per  1,000  live  births.  This  cannot  be  regarded 
as  of  much  significance  in  view  of  the  relatively  small  population  of  the  area 
and  the  small  number  of  deaths  involved. 

The  Meals  on  Wheels  service  organised  by  the  W.V.S.  has  continued 
to  operate  through  the  year  and  has  been  of  much  benefit  to  aged  persons 
who  would  otherwise  receive  an  inadequate  diet.

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  whole  of  the  area  is  served  by  the  Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland  Water 
Board  and  the  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.  Some 
trouble  was  experienced  in  the  early  months  of  the  year  from  a  brown  deposit 
of  alum  floe  which  entered  the  supply  at  the  filtration  plant.  This  deposit, 
though  harmless  from  the  health  point  of  view,  was  a  source  of  some  annoy¬ 
ance  to  householders.  Suitable  measures  were  taken  by  the  Board  and  the 
trouble  was  largely  overcome  by  the  end  of  the  year. 


SEWERAGE 


Almost  the  whole  of  the  area  is  provided  with  a  main  sewerage  system. 
Disposal  is  by  two  main  sea  outfalls  at  Saltburn  and  Marske  and  one  smaller 
sea  outfall  near  the  boundary  with  the  Borough  of  Redcar,  which  caters  for 
part  of  the  Longbeck  area.  The  latter  has  been  unsatisfactory  for  some  years 
and  the  Council  is  preparing  a  scheme  to  abolish  the  need  for  this  outfall  and 
discharge  the  effluent  into  a  new  sewer  which  is  being  built  to  provide  im¬ 
proved  sewerage  for  the  West  of  Marske.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  THE  PREPARATION 

AND  SALE  OF  FOOD 

Regular  inspections  have  been  made  of  cafes,  hotel  kitchens,  ice  cream 
premises,  food  shops  and  stalls  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  requirements 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  Byelaws. 

During  the  year  55  notices  were  served  in  respect  of  breaches  of  the 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

There  are  three  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  and  during  the 
year  a  total  of  925  visits  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  meat  follow¬ 
ing  slaughter.  The  carcases  and  organs  of  3,263  animals  were  inspected  and 
the  total  weight  of  meat  classified  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  was 
701  lbs. 

The  mutual  aid  scheme  with  Skelton  and  Brotton  and  Loftus  Urban 
District  Councils  worked  satisfactorily  during  the  year.  The  Public  Health 
Inspectors  from  Skelton  and  Brotton  and  Loftus  made  37  visits  to  this  area, 
whilst  I  made  7  visits  to  Skelton  and  Brotton  Urban  District  for  the  purpose 
of  meat  inspection  only.

LICENSED  PREMISES 

Visits  have  been  made  to  all  licensed  premises  in  the  area  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  checking  sanitary  accommodation,  washing  facilities  and  general 
conditions  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  and  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.

The  sites  are  provided  with  washing  facilities,  piped  water  supply, 
waste  water  drainage  and  water  closets.

The  Council  are  members  of  the  National  Society  for  Clean  Air  and  the 
Tees-side  Clean  Air  Committee. 

Two  deposit  gauges  are  in  use  in  the  area,  one  being  sited  at  Marske- 
by-the-Sea  in  the  garden  of  “Ivy  House,”  by  kind  permission  of  Dr.  P.  A. 
Walshaw  and  one  in  the  Police  Station  Grounds  at  Saltburn-by-the-Sea  by 
kind  permission  of  the  Chief  Constable. 

Herewith  are  tables  showing  the  results  for  the  twelve  months  together 
with  wind  records  for  the  period. 

During  the  year  two  complaints  were  received  with  regard  to  nuisances 
from  smoke  from  domestic  premises,  the  chimney  stacks  in  both  cases  were 
extended  and  the  nuisance  reduced.  Six  complaints  were  received  with  regard 
to  nuisances  from  the  burning  of  waste  wood  at  joineries. 

Twelve  observations  were  made  during  the  year  on  the  coal-fired  boiler 
in  the  area  and  no  nuisances  were  observed. 

During  the  year  a  mobile  exhibition,  organised  by  the  Solid  Smokeless 
Fuels  Federation  was  in  the  area  and  the  attendance  was  satisfactory.
